THEOGENEST. 


Commentaries on the Nine New Stanzas of Dzyan, given by the Master 
Morya to the Temple of the People for the New Humanity. 


Stanza VI. Sloka l (Continued) 


[t is interesting to cons1der the microco<mic aspect as well as tne 
macrocosmic aspect of <such events as are foreshadowed in the 
<tanzas under consideration. The solar plexus of man corresponds 
to the macrocosmic equatorial zone, the heart center ot the solar 
xvstem. The heart corresponds to the sun, and the head to the 
earth. If man 1s to fit himself for ex1stence 1n a high $spiritual state, 
the heart, the seat of <piritual will, corresponding to the axrs of the 
earth, having set in action the forces of the solar. plexus—the heat 
zone, must direct those forces to the head whereim les the pineal 
oland which corresponds to the $piritual will, hut wherein also res1des 
the directing power of Manas; and the latter causes the freeing ot 
man from his hondage to matter by breaking up the qualities which 
have bound him in chains—physical incarnation—the 1ce and snow ot 
the polar regtons—mental limitations, thus making it pos«thle tor 
the new land (Mount Meru )—the Spiritual Selt. to develop as a 
rexult of the combined forces of the heart and the pineal gland. 

The Sanscrit word, Maya,” and its Enghsh equivalent. *1illu- 
<0n, convey the same idea, although there 1s some chance tor con- 
troversy between scholars as to the right application of either word 
when 1t 18s used to designate any phase of the physical plane, as 1s 
frequently done by students of Occultism. Maya 1s only 1illus!on mn 
the sense that all matter 1s impermanent, in that God or Spirit alone 
1s real. All ele 18 1lluston from that standpoint, for all else 1s tem- 
rPoral—subÞbJect to time and $spaCe. 

\s uxed in the sloka, Maya's sons would be the first suh-race of 
the Sixth Root Race. for all the slokas of the s1xth Stanza evidently 
refer to the coming of the Sixth Race, some of the progenitors of 
which are even now upon the earth. We are inclined to helieve the 
foregoing true, from the facts that the greater part of the earth at 
the north pole 1s even now in the frozen condition mentioned, and 
that the slokas of the sixth Stanza coincide with s&0 many of the 
prophecies made by the Masters and the old prophets, in relation 
to the present time. 

*The newlv clothed Sparks” are the lesser lives” of a later gen- 
eration, now clothed or embodied in substance of lower vibration, 
the fhre and earth elementals of primordial substance,—the funda- 
mental substance in and of which all forms of nature are created.

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The "dreams of Mayas sons are such desires and ambitions as 
have devedoped as a result oft experience gained in previous mani- 
testations on interior planes, which there had previously heen no 
Ppossthilty of gratifving, but which may now be fulfilled in the later 
age. For with the passing ot many ages and the development of 
ner <enses as a result of the first fluttering of desire unconnected 
with interior experience, the stress and <strain and conflict with the 
forces of nature awaken a sleeping desire for more power, and a 
consclousness of <omething greater than anything Maya's sons had 
previously known, something to which they would be no longer sub- 
Servient, —Such desires and longing would open the wav for the 
intlux of a divine torce which eventually would place them in a 
hicher order of hte. 

[lumamity as a rule 18 now in exactly such a transitional state of 
development. Everything m exterior hte today 1s, consctously or 
the reverse, in a conation comparable to longing, a state of stress 
and <train, and of consequent conflict. The forces of nature have 
heen called into requisition by man to a remarkable degree. Matter 
itself 18 1n the throes of parturition pains. Intuitively we grasp the 
fact that tremendous changes are taking place 1n all fhelds of hte, and 
that through these changes, through the fire and blood and the 
acid of present experiences, humanity will evolve the, rudiments ot 
that sense which in a later cycle of the present great Root Race will 
relate the human to the Divine to a far greater degree than has 
ever been the case in any age of this planet. 

No mere human 1magination can picture the changes which rhe 
development of the Sixth sense will bring to the human race. The 
Scales which have covered the eves of humanity through the past 
ages will fall from those eves. The uncertainty which now drives 
many to desperation will be replaced with certainty. Man will know 
what he now only surmises, at the best, of the great mysteries of hte. 


E: MEDITATION vs. REVERIE. 


In a very enthusiastic eulogy on James Allen, written by Monro 
Carruthers, occurs the following quotation from Mr. Allen's book, 
The Master of Destiny,” relating to Meditation, which 1s well 
worth the deep consideration of every student of occultism. 

*Tames Allen shows that there are certain signs by which one 
can know whether he is engaging in Reverie or in Meditation. The 
indications of Reveries are these, a desire to avoid exertion, a desire 
to experience the pleasure of dreaming, an increasing distaste tor 
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one s worldly (Iuties, { clexire to Shirk one 8 respons1hihities, fear of 
consequences, a wish to get money with as little effort as poss1Þle, lack 
of self control. The indications of Meditation are, increase of hoth 
nhvsical and mental energy, a strenuous striving atter wisdom, a 
decrease of irksomeness in the performance of duty, a fixed deter- 
mination to fulfil faithfully all worldly responsihilities ; freedom 
from fear, indifference to riches, possess1on of self control.” 

[mperfect, carelesslv construed interpretations of the word Med1- 
tation, a deliberate effort to stultify the mind and decrease the power 
of self responsthility in the students under control by different 
Schools of so-called Occultism, 1s responsthle for more real injury to 
humanitv than can be easily computed. It 1s very seldom the right 
idea of the Masters teachings regarding the practice of Meditation, 
1s grasped, especially by new students, and unfortunately all too 
many of the teachers of these students are as 1gnorant as are the 
<tudents. The idea of simply drifting out on the sea of thought 
without any 1dea of a definite port in view, or any particular incen- 
tive to the effort made, without argumentation or mental d1issection 
of any subject advanced for meditation, 1s the general idea of Medi- 
tation, as I have learned in trying to arrive at a definite concluson 
as to the general interpretation of the word. 

\Ir. Allen's ideas of the right and wrong methods and effects 
are by all means the clearest and most eftectual I have seen in print. 
()f course 1t will he contradicted by those who are convinced the 
halt dreaming, indolent effort at hridging the gulf hetween higher 
and lower mind 1s the only way by which the things of the spirit can 
enter the consctousness. But here again comes up a dehatable point 
which had possthly be better left to another time; that is, what 1s 
<pirit- What are the spiritual visitors which contact the mind at 
such periods of meditation ? We are now in the body, and have need 
to know those things which will build us better bodies for future 1n- 
carnations, and we can only learn those particular things while on the 
plane of their manifestation. We have to learn to make a Heaven 
of what we now term gross matter, and if spirit is to aid us in $0 
doing 1t must he through posttive action on Mind. If we are to gain 
by meditation we have to learn to use the power which spirit directs 
through mind : not to permit it to drift away while we are in a half 
comatose <tate. 

Please understand that what I have here written 1s in reference to 
Meditation, and not to any other power of the soul, mind or body. 
Perhaps vou will come back at me with the question: How can I 
meditate aright” And I should have to confess that I cannot tell 
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vou; I can onlv point out the road and try to show the ettects of 
taking the wrong road. You can step out on that road by choos- 
ng a word, an 1dea, or an object, and outlining it clearly in your 
mind. It you are mn the right condition of mind and body and are 
able to control what Pantangjah calls *the modifications of the mind ' 

the nagging, buzzing httle s1de thoughts foreign to the snhject in 
hand,—you can then ask the questions you want answered hy your 
Higher Selt in relation to the 1dea or object vou have chosen. Wan 
for the answer ; connect that answer with the suhject, and ask an- 
other question, repeating the process indefinitely. 

You will sometime learn to distinguish hetween Reverie—halt 
dream—and real Meditation. The answer vou may get may some- 
times appear to be unrelated to the subject in hand, but 1t you can 
<tick a mental pin in those answers vou will generally find that they 
need only a connecting word or some subsequent thought to bring 
out the interrelation. 

[mpatience 1s a deadly foe to Meditation. If the ability to Med1- 
tate and Concentrate rightly were not such a difhcult thing to do 
there would not now be s0 much misunderstanding 1n relation to 1t. 
It is not a power that will come at the first bidding of Desire. It 
'© &Omething that has to be learned by determined, persistent effort ; 
hut when 1t 1s once gained, hke any other great power, 1t 1s at your 
command under any and all circumstances. It opens a new world, 
the world of sure knowledge. You are no longer entirely dependent 
on outside sources of information in regard to any of the great 
questions of life, for vou have tapped the Universal reservoir.
